French Scientist Say s Shoot­ 
ing Stars Not Dang erous. 


“ The Store That Treats You Rig ht.” 


Paris.—In a recent article In Le- 
Petit Journal, Abbe Th. Moreaux , di -1 
rector of the Observatory of Bruges,! 
discussed the annual fall visitation of 
shooting stars, p articularly noticeable 
in France. 
lit* said : 
“Every year readers of Be Petit 
Journal write to me about the ap p ear­ 
ance in the sky of luminous m Moors 
which sometimes hurst in the* air and 
j light up the landscape. 
When these 
stones reach the earth they consti­ 
tute 
what 
scientists 
call 
aerolites. 
Their metallic character is now well 
recognized and there are many varie- 
ties of them to ho seen in the beauti­ 
ful collection of the Paris Museum of 
Natural liitTory. 
“Astronomers « till discuss their orl- 
gin, but ail admit that the aerolites 
are the remnaiCs of comets. 
Between 
the shooting stars, which weigh hard­ 
ly 
a centigram, and 
the aerolites, 
which may weigh several tons, there 
would be p erfect identity, If they were 
of the same weight. 
Dangers Are Ex aggerated. 
“Formerly people attributed to these 
bodies till Sorts of terrors. 
But today 
we possess better Information about 
them and are in a position to say that 
the dangers from a fall of meteors are 
greatly ex aggerated. 
“Ought we to fear a general bom­ 
bardment? 
I don’t think so. 
The In­ 
terp lanetary spaces are being emptied 
more and rhore of the m aterials whlcfi 
contributed to the formation of the 
sun and the planets, and there is rid 
reason in nature to foresee a terrify

ing recurrence of meteors. Undoubted­ 
ly certain years, like 1008, 1014 gnd 
1026, show incontestable max ima. But 
year In and year out our p lanet re­ 
ceives on an average only 87,000 tons 
of foreign material.
